Tax Proposed 
By Dr. Dickey 

Adoption of a retail sales tax in 
Kentucky was recommended Sun- 
day night in a speech before the 
Winchester Laymen's League by Dr. 
Frank G. Dickey, dean of the Col- 
lege of Education. 

The state's present tax structure 
cannot adequately support the nec- 
essary services and institutions for 
which the state is responsible. Dean 
Dickey said. Raising the current 

mutuel betting wiil not solve the 
problem, he warned. 

Taxes Are Necessary 
"New taxes — those which will re- 
sult in a substantial increase in 
revenue — are necessary if our serv- 
ices and institutions are to be sat- 
isfactorily supported, so Kentuckians 
might as well remove the blindfold 
and look at the situation realisti- 
cally." Dean Dickey continued. 

•Twenty-seven states, including 
all those bordering Kentucky except 
Virginia, now have some type of 
sales tax. he said, "and it seems 
one of the few possible solutions to 
our problems here in Kentucky.

Wednesday the discovery of an anti- 
serum which gives promise of re- 
lief to hay fever sufferers. 

The report, contained in a paper 
read at the annual meeting of the 
American College of Allergists at 
St. Louis by Dr. Morris Scherago. 
head of the Bacteriology Depart- 
ment, was the result of a project 
begun in 1946 by Dr. Scherago and 
Mrs. Margo Hasson, a graduate stu- 
dent here. 

Antiserum production is a "new 
approach in the treatment of al- 
lergic conditions — an approach that 
ha- never before been attempted,' 
said Dr. Fred W. Wittich. Min- 
neapolis, secretary of the ACA. 

Experiments showed that when 
an agent to which a person is al- 
lergic ki injected into the skin it 
produces a red rash, artd serum 
from the allergic patient subjected 
to the agent in turn produces a 



rash on a person not allergic to the 
agent itself. 

In advanced experiments, the 
scientists mixed the serum taken 
from hay-fever sufferers with serum 
taken from rabbits which had been 
injected with the same agent, fin- 
ally injecting it into a non -allergic 
person's skin. This time, there was 
no rash on the skin of persons not 
allergic to the original agent. 

The UK scientists explained that 
their report was not conclusive, but 
that they hoped it would make it 
more easy in the future to obtain 
materials for their experiments iif 
large enough quantities to fill their 
needs. Previously, they stated, it 
had been very difficult to obtain the 
co-operation of allergists in sending 
them large amounts of rea-jinic 
serum from untreated allergic pa- 
| tients.

The Chicago paper, ac- 
cording to reports, Med the word "cheap" to describe the school 
that refused" to send its band to the bowl and toned 
the cheerleaders to appeal to the public for funds in order to 
attend. 

The local writer blames the failure to send the band for at 
least some of the bad luck the team suffered. Certainly when a high 
Kami band struck up a tune startlingly similar to the Tennessee 
fieht mag alter the Wildcats' first touchdown, team spirit wasn't 
much improved. 

We believe the ultimate truth is this-the University of Ken- 
tucky has almost lost sight of the human factor in education.

Twice in the last 
two years. SCA l»as approved major projects which have been 
cancelled bv the administration with little reason. 

It is time the University got over its growing pains and awav 
from mechanization.

Hirsch and Watson 
narrowed a 14 point margin down 
to a 45-39 score, but Tennessee cal- 
led time out and Burris scored two 
quick field goals when play resumed 
to ice the decision.
